Superintendent’s Report 


The School Board of the School District of the Town 
of Charlestown. 


Gentlemen: In accordance with the Rules and regu- 
lations of the School Board I hereby present to you my 
first report of the cond‘tion of the schools, being the second 
in the series of annual reports by the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


In GENERAL 


My half-year acquaintance with the schools is not 
sufficient basis for an exhaustive report on every phase of 
this important and complex subject. Neither is it suffi- 
cent ground for recommendation of radical changes, even 
were such needed. 


On assumirg my duties last September, I found that 
faithful and effective work had been done by my prede- 
cessor and a high standard reached by him. My effort has 
been to maintain this standard and to build on his solid 


foundation rather than make radical changes, thus losing 
as little as possible by the change in administration. 


Certain questions and conditions have to be lived with 
at least a whole year before a superintendent is prepared 
to discuss them fully and intelligently. Therefore I shall 
undertake to briefly discuss only those perennial school 
problems with which every worker is well acquainted and 
which need to be kept before our mind constantly, leaving 
other subjects for further observation. 
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TEACHERS 


Fortunately for the success of school work no change 
in teachers has been necessary in mid-year thus far. 


I have found in town an able and deyoted corps of 
teachers and been met with a cordial co-operation on their 
part. Such success as may be experienced in the year’s 
work will be owing to the faithful efforts of the teachers. 
Such a fine spirit of mutual confidence and good will exists 
between teachers and pupils that it deserves mention. 
High standards of work and conduct are maintained and at 
the same time there is the wise management that appeals 
to the best in chiidren and that is calculated to develop — 
them along lines that make for true manhood and woman- 
hood and therefore for good citizenship. 


ATTENDANCE. 


One of the greatest obstacles in school work. is absen- 
teeism. That some children are sometimes necessarily ab- 
sent from school goes without saying, but at the same time 
it is certain that only a small part of the absenteeism, so 
harmful to every interest» of the school, is unavoidable. 
While the difficulty may arise in some small part from the 
indifference of some parents, itis, in my opinion, owing 
almost wholly to the fact that parents fail to realize how 
seriously even alittle absence handicaps the child’s pro- 
gress. Parents desire the welfare of the children, and I 
believe that this whole serious problem would solve itself, 
if parents could be made to understand how often it is the 
case that a pupil loses all interest in school, fails of pro- 
motion and becomes disgusted with school and _ books, 
wants to give them up and go to work, prefers to do any- 
thing to going to school and so bis whole future is affected 
by the loss of a few days at school —a link gone — at im- 
portant points in his school work. Because of this loss 
schvol work cannot be thoroughly done, the subject in 
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hand cannot be understood and all becomes vague and un- 
interesting and we cannot wonder that a pupil prefers any- 
thing else to school. 


The school year has in it 170 days nominally. Of 
these five are legal holidays and for various causes about 
five more are lost during the year, leaving but 160 of the 
365-less than half the days in the year to be devoted to the 
work of school. Surely every day of this time is none too 
much for the accomplishment of the work required to he 
done. 


Though teachers are working constantly to improve 
attendance, and the law enforced when necessary to compel 
it, still what is most needed, what would accomplish more 
than all the school authorities can do, is the hearty and 
interested co-operation of parents and guardians. It is safe 
to say that as a rule the pupils whose parents take a right 
attitude in this matter never make a failure of school work, 
while those who fail are almost invariably in the absentee 
list. 

I have discussed this topic at some length hecause I 
consider itas one of the most important and the most 
needed. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The South Hemlock school presents a somewhat per- 
plexing problem. Thesmall uumber of pupils does not 
warrant paying a Salary that would secure an experienced 
teacher and yet the distance to the nearest school is so 
great that to convey the pupils there might be a question- 
able measure (unless the number should become much 
smaller ). The school house is comfortable, the attendance 
of pupils above the average and their progress in their 
studies is commendable. 

In regard to the high school I am in accord with my 
predecessor in his recommendation that we undertake to do 
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only the first two years of regular high school work and 
that those who desire to finish the course do so at some 
near-by high school. I recommend, however, that only 
hige school work be done by the high school teacher and 
that the grades be distributed in the other sthree rooms of 
the building. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of the sup- 
port given me by the School Board, of the cooperation of 
the teachers and of the courtesy with which [ have been 
met by the people of the town.

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Report of Local Board of Health 


Until within a few years the Selectmen of this town 
have acted in this capacity of Health officers. About ten 
years ago a physician was appointed as local health officer 
with two laymen assistants, one at North Charlestown and 
one at the South part of the town. And ever since there 
has been on the board one doctor and two laymen, who re- 
ceive their appoiutmeuts by the selectmen every year. It 
is their duty to look after all those things that will be of 
benefit to the health of the community as well as those 
things that are a menace to health. 


There is a popular opinion in every community, and 
this is no exception, that to report nuisances and unsightly 
conditions is to involve one in some trouble. This is an 
erroneous impression. To report such conditions quietly 
and without malice when they really exist involves no one 
in any trouble that the statutes will not support. 


The following are some of the transactions of the past 
year.—A small house containing a large family near Langdon 
with several members having sore throats, were inspected 
for suspected diptheria. No serious illness was present. A 
pet dog in the village was allowed to die in a neighbor’s 
back yard and was not removed until acomplaint was made 
to the health officer by the neighbor, when we attended to 
it immediately. A hog owned by a local industry died 
near the banks of the river and was not buried even after 
several requests had been made to the local manager to at- 
tend to the matter, uncil a local officer interviewed him, 
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where it was properly attended to. These and one other 
ease at the north end of the town show how shiftless some 
people will be and how their shiftlessness can amount to 
criminal negligence. These incidents are mentioned that 
others may be moved not, to do likewise and are only a few 
of the various things we have been called upon to look 
after. One case of scarletina, (scarlet fever) occurred in the 
village, a severe case, with recovery. There was no other 
case arising from this one. This case was imported from 
Manchester, N. H. Many people ask if they are obliged 
to be quarantined against the minor contagious diseases 
such as measles and mumps. The following from from the 
New Hampshire Health laws answers the questions— 
‘‘Maximum penalty for failure to report cases of cholera, 
small pox, diptheria, membranous croup, scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever and measles or other malignant communica- 
ble disease, $200, six months imprisonment oc both.”’ 


The quarantine against measles only excludes those who 
have not had the disease from the premises where they 
exist, and prevents those having them from going out while 
they can give the disease. 

Tuberculusis— A great deal is being done and _ intelli- 
gently too, to bring about a better state of affairs regard- 
ing tuberculosis. A society has been formed called the 
New Hampshire Society for the Prevention of Consumption, 
and we herewith give quotation from a circular received 
from this society today. ‘‘Consumption, tuberculosis, is 
the most prevalent disease in New Hampshire, as it is else- 
where throughout the civilized world. It destroys more 
lives than any other malady. Its greatest mortality is 
among persons in the early prime of life. An average of 
600 persons die annually from consumption in New Hamp- 
shire. It is communicable by the dried dust from what a 
consumptive expectorates from their lungs and not while 
the germ is in the moist sputum. 
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It is a preventable disease and curable in a great ma- 
jority of cases, taken early, when only a small area of one 
or both lungs is effected, and arrested in many advanced 
cases. The treatment today is largely hygeine. 

Sewerage—The disposition of sewerage is one of the 
most annoying to housekeepers here and one about which 
the health officer receive the most complaints. The cess- 
pools are an absolute necessity for the modern bath rooms 
and flush closets and if pumped out hefore they are ina 
frightful condition and at the proper time of day they can 
be gotten along with very well. The old-fashioned closets 
and sink drains can be kept sanitary if those in whose 
homes they are will keep the former as they know they 
ought to be keptand the latter in the summer can be kept 
from being unsightly and unhealthy by often throwing over 
the wet places plenty of fresh dirt. 


Complaint should be made of any of those places that 
are not kept as they should be. 


The toilet room at the town hall is one of the worst in 
town if not the worst. The recent article in alocal paper re- 
ferring to its condition was not overdrawn in the least. The 
officers now serving the town, the selectmen express them- 
Selves unanimously as recommending the proper fitting up 
of this place,—as it can be done at a moderate expense. 


The local undertaker is aiding materially in prevent- 
ing the spread of communicable diseases by disinfecting 
whenever asked to do so, in connection with his work. 

The modern method of disinfection by the use of 
formaldehyde is very effective, easy to use, safe and not 
damaging to any ordinary household furnishings. Sick- 
ness and disease will always be prevalent in every com- 
munity but a reasonable use of soap and water, and we hope 
to have plenty of the latter when the water company gets 
its plans satisfactorily arranged, will help to make this 
now beautiful village one of the choicest spots in New 
England.
